Preslclonl and EUa Cabinet ProT* a Great 


Drawing Card. 


ATLANTA, Oct. 23.—For the present ot 


lenst tho sent of the government of the 
United States may bo suid to have been 
transferred, to Atlanta, for the city harbors 
tho president, tho yico. president .and six 
members of his cabinet, not to mention 
tiovernors Coffin of Connecticut, O'JTer- 
rull of Virginia, Stone of Mississippi, and 
n long list of other dignitaries of official- 
dom. 


At 4:15 yesterday afternoon the presi- 


dent's special rolled into the Union depot. 
Ten thousand people had assembled in the 
vicinity of tho station. The roofs, win- 
dows, awnings, telegraph poles and every 
5»unt ot vantage In the neighborhood had 
beon utilized by eager onlookers. The 
speoiul was stopped outside the depot, how- 
uver, the party disembarked and the drive 
to the Hotel Aragon beg-un before the ex- 


- pectant thousands realized that the visi- 
tors had reached tho oity. 


Nevertheless, as tho president's carriage, 


drawn by four white horses, dashed ground 
the corner of the station, the crowd recog- 
nized the president, and a mighty cheer 
•went up, which grew and developed into 
a roar us the line of carriages sped rapidly 
through the mass of enthusiastic human- 
ity. 
Mr. Cleveland bowed in response to 


the continuous ovation he received all tho 
•way to his hotel. . Secretary Carlisle, -who, 
with Mrs. Carlisle, rode in tho secoud car- 
riage, was cheered frequently, and Secre- 
tary of the Interior Smith was given a 
hearty reception. 


At tho Aragon the party was mnclo 


comfortable until 8:UO p. m. At that hour 
tho ladies were escorted to tho Grand Opera 
house, where they were the guests ot Mrs. 
HoUo Smith at a box party to sea Rico's

cated to you recently relative to placing 
the police building on Market street un- 
der th«ir charge, as contemplated by the 
act of the legislature creating the board. 
Believing at that time you had not given 
the «ubject the mature and deliberate con- 
sideration It merited and feeling that dur- 
ing the interim the matter has engaged 
your attention more closely, the board re- 
newi its request and dealres to lay before 
yon some facts and suggestions in connec- 
tion therewith. 


While a large portion of the building i« 


rented to the county and the rentals de- 
rived from this source are placed to the 
credit of the reserve fund, the heating of 
the building and the wages of the engineer 
are charged to the police appropriation,an 
arrangement which you will readily un- 
derstand is neither just nor equitable. As 
ths time Is approaching when the building 
must be heated and an engineer emp'loyed, 
who has bisen licensed under the law, to 
run the furnaces and boilers, the question 
as to\wbo shall pay euch employes be- 
comes pertinent. 
Under the present ar- 


rangement the board does not feel like 
drawing upon their already slender and 
insnilicient appropriation for this pur- 
pose; but with the prospect that these 
rentals will be covered In to the credit of 
the police department will willingly as- 
sume the burden. 


the police department now furnishes 


court officers, a janitor and charwoman 
for the building, the board feels that the 
rental pajd by the county is insufficient 
and out of proportion to the services ren- 
dered. They are of the opinion that ware 
the building in their hands they could 
meet with !.he county commissioners and 
obtain for the city a more just return for 
the the use cf its property. Under the 
present arrangement the members of the 
city government are too busily engaged on 
other and more important matters to give 
this affair the attention it merits. 
It ap- 


pears to the board of police that all things 
considered the best interests of the city 
and the police department will be sub- 
served by transferring the building to 
their care. 
No interests will be alighted, 


by snch action and the plans for adding to 
the efficiency and economy of this depart- 
ment can be more easily and promptly 
carried forward.

testimony in rebuttal was at one begun 
by tho prosecution. Tho testimony wag 
tho most important, given during the triii.1, 
ns it conflicted with several vital state- 
ments nmcU) by Durraut while he was on 
tho staii il. 


Tho testimony of Dr. G. P. Grnham, for 


instance, is considered by many to sweep 
nwriy Durrant's entire defense. Graham, 
who is n medical student aud an intinmtu 


j friend of Durraut, told of u EeusEttional 


j interview that took pluce between .him- 


I self and the prisoner iit tho county jail on 


April 20. Dr. Graham said -that Durrant 
asked him it lie would Jot him see hia 
iiotus of Dr. Cheney's lecture, in order 
thut he might compare them with his own. 


Gnilmm demurred at first, after which 


he said Durraut stilted frankly to him 
that ho had no notes of tho lecture. Ho 
said Durrant told him if he had tho notes 
of the lecture ho could easily establish a 
strung uiibi for himself, und urged him to 
luuvo tho notes with Mrd. Durruntin order 
that she might briug them to him at tho 
liriaon. Dr. Grtihiini said ho refused tho 
request, and nover afterward vlsitudDur- 
runt at tho prison. 


Dr. Graham's story was not shaken in 


any 
particular 
on 
cross-examination. 


While ho was testifying, Durraric guvo no 
sij;n to indicate that ho considered the 
testimony of any Importance. Dr. Grahum 
will bo recalled for further cross-exniniua- 
tiou. 


More Important Testimony. 


Tho first witnesses called in rebuttal by 


the prosecution were the live trustees uf 
Kmanuul church. While Durraut was on 
the stand lie testified that he was asked to 
repair tho stinburuur at Emanuel church 
(m April 1 by tho trustees. Tho trustees 
denied that they hud asked Durrant to 
jaako repairs of any kiud at the church 
duriug March or on April 1. 


Witnesses wore nest called to disprove 


Durrant's statement that on the after- 
noon of April 12 he was at the ferry for 
the purpose of searching for Blanche 
Jjamont, who, he said, a mysterious 
stranger had told him would cross the b:iy 
that afternoon. C. W. Dodge, a medical 
student, said ho saw Durrant nt tho ferry, 
and the prisoner told him ho was waiting 
for a number of members of tlie signal 
corps, who were oxpcuted from. Oakland. 
O. A. Dukes, a medical student who ac- 
companied Dodge, corroborated his testi- 
mony. 


A. A. Hobo testified that he saw Dur-. 


rant at tho ferry the same afternoon in 
company with a young woman, who an- 
swured tho description of Minnie Will- 
iams. It is known that Minnie Williams 
carno over from her homo in Alameda thaG 
afternoon, and the iv-jt day her body was 
found in E-manuel church. It is tho theory 
of tht! prosocucion that instead of being at 
tho ferry to look for Blanoho Lament, Dur- 
rant was there for tho purpose of mooting 
Miss Williams and luringher to hordoach. 


B. A. Glasor, a student at the medical 


college, testified that on April 10 he read 
Ids notes to Durrant, who devotod three- 
quarters of an hour to writing in his note- 
book. 


Thomas Price, a chemist, was called to 


give expert testimony on two or throe 
points at issue. Ho was asked practically 
in whafc condition a man would be who 
had breathed illuminating gas for the 
length of time Durraut said ho was work- 
ing over tho sunburner. 
The witness 


said a man would be unconscious in live 
minutes—tho length of time Dnrraut said 
he was engaged at work over tho burner. 


From the present outlook tho case will 


go to the jury not later than the close of 
next week, after having been on trial sinco 
July 23. It is now believed that Attorney 
Dcuprey will not again appear in the case, 
as his physician gives littlo hope of his 
speedy recovery.

"Woman Suffrage. 


In Boston 12,000 women are registered

, HELD IN BONDAGE 


WASHINGTON', Oct. 23.—Great Britain's 


radical stcos in tho Venezuelan question 
continue to oicite tho liveliest interest in 
official and diplomatic circles. The de- 
mand has not yet reached Caracas, as is 
evident from the fact that Minister An- 
drado has not yet hoard from his govern- 
ment on the subject. President Crcspo; 
who luis been absent from. Tho capital on a 
vacation, has started back for'the purpose, 
it is believed, of filling the four vacancies 
in his cabinet which occurred recently. 


Oue of thoso new offices is the ministry 


of foreign affairs. There is no doubt en- 
tertained horo that Crespo's new minister 
will share the views of his predecessors, as 
no-ministry or administration could sur- 
vlvo iti Venezuela which did not make re- 
sistance to British aggression its foremost 
policy. 


Somo of tho latest reports from London 


cause comment and criticism among offi- 
cials here. One of these statements at- 
»tributi'S to Ambassador Enyard the de- 
claration that the Yumau inciilKiit is In- 
dependent of tho boundary question, and 
that the United States can take no part in 
the former incident. It is pointed out 
here that the two questions are inseparably 
connected. The Yuruan incident is based 
on a claim that the Venezuelans arrested 
Sergeant; Beherns of tha British con- 
•dtdbulary on British soil, and that this 
indignity must be repaired. Tho Ven- 
ezuelans claim that it occurred on Ven- 
ezuelan soil. 


The gravity^ of the case depends on 


owuer.-hip of the territory where the trou- 
ble took plaue. It is, therefore, considered 
to involve the entire territorial question, 
although it Is a specific incident arising in 
tho disputed territory. 
In Venezuela's 


answer to the llr.st demand for reparation 
on this incident, Minister Rojas said that 
the reparation was refused because it 
would be a surrender of all the claims 
Venezuela ever had made. 
Iceland righting Against Intervention. 


As it becomes more and. more evident 


that the British government is disposed to 
make it appear that the Yuruan incident 
is parallel l:o the Corlnto affair, and may, 
therefore, be treated in the same fashion 
without leading to tho intervention of 
the United States, officials here are point- 
ing out esiiential points of difference in the 
two incidents, and Mr. Bayard will doubt- 
less bo instructed to emphasize these in 
his further representations on. the subject 
to the British foreign office. 


In the first case Great.Britain demanded 


and obtained an indemnity from Nicaragua 
on the ground that her national honor had 
been outraged by the summary expulsion 
of her representative, although the latter 
was only a humble consular agent. The 
United States consented to stand aloof on 
this occasion on the theory that a nation 
had a right to redress an insult. 


But in the Yuruan affair it cannot bo 


maintained for an instanc that tho British 
government has a rights to demand re- 
dress fur the arrest of its officials, unless 
it shall bo first established that they were 
within British territory, and thug the 
whole issue is raised as a preliminary. 


If these British oflicers were in British 


territory, then Venezuela must apologize 
and mnko any other reasonable reparation, 
but before she can rightfully be expected 
to do this, that fact must be shown, and 
'' 


nothing but an asreeiiKnc, amicable or j 
enforced, upon the eiact location of tho 
boundary line can settle this point. 


Therefore, the attempt to shift the issue, 


involving as it does a projudgment of tho 
rights of Groat Britain to territory claimed 
by Venezuela, is not likely to secure the 
countenance of our state department.
